He cursed 
his captors as the lash was applied, 
which resulted in the whip being wield-1 
ed only the more vigorously. 
When

so weak from loss of blood th a t he was 
put to bed instead of beiug driven from 
town. The women, who were not whip­ 
ped so severely, were taken to the out­ 
skirts and told to go.
